Naples, April 11.—Conditions tonight 
in the section affected by\ the eruption 
of Mount Vesuvius are greatly amelior- 
ated. The fall of volcanic ashes has 
diminished and scientists express the 
opinion that the voleario has spent it- 
self. All the papers tonight recommend 
that the public be calmed, pointing out 
the improved condition of affairs. The 
papers also eulogize Director Matteucci 
for his courage in returning to the ru- 
ined observatory on Mount Vesuvius and 
and sending thence messages of en- 
couragement and expressions of confid- 
ence tliat Vesuvius will quiet down. 

All the theatres, cafes and places of 
amusement have been closed. 
the sacred images in the streets candles 
are kept burning, while the smaller 
images are carried in the streets, and 
ir many Cases set down in the open air, 
surrounded by candles. Troops are be- 
ing employed to clear thd roofs of build- 


ashes which endanger the strustures. 
The large glass covered galleries 
throughout the city which are much 
frequented, have been ordered closed, 
lest the weight on them\ might cause 
them to collapse. The village of San 
Gannaro has been partially buried in 
sand and ashes and several\ houses have 
collapsed. At that place three persons

THE BOARD OF TRADE 
CONVENTION 


The third annual convention of the 
Associated Boards of Trade of West- 
ern Canada will be held in the city 
on Wednesday and Thursday, June 13th 
and 14th. The Association was the out- 
come of a meeting of representatives 
of western boards held in Calgary some 
two years since to discuss matters of 
concern to the West. A second con-
